A BLOW AT POLYGAMY. 


Surprise of the Mormous over the 
Action of Congress. 


Lake, August 4.—To-day the 
Tribune telegraphed to F. Shober, act- 
ing Secretary of the Senate, for a full 
text of the Amended Sundry Civil Ap- 
propriation bill which passed the Sen- 
ate yesterday, and received the follow- 
ing inreply: “The Governor of the 
Territory of Utah is hereby authorized 


to appoint officers in said Territory to 
fill vacancies which may be caused by 
u failure to elect in August; to hold 
their offices until their successors are 
elected and qualified; provided the 
term of office shall not exceed eight 
months” This is a complete surprise 
to the Mormons, as it takes from them 
all the county offices and will place 
the Territory on an American footing. 
Without this amendment the law-defy- 
ing polygamists would hold offices of 
which the Edmunds bill was intended 
to deprive them. No doubt the bill 
will pass the House as it came from 
the Senate. It is the greatest triumph 


-yet obtained over the polygamists.

LA CANYADA SLOPE. 


Which has the Climatic Qualities for a Health 


Resort — Grand Views, Fine Airs,

While campers are sounding forth the 


praises of so many health and pleasure 
resorts in Southern California, it may 
not be amiss for this one to seek a hear- 
ing.

ANAHEIM. 


Brickmaking—A Remarkable ; Fig 
Tree—Porpeoise. 


ANAHEIM, August 4.—Your item in 
yesterday’s paper in regard to brick- 
making in Anaheim is calculated to cre- 
ate a false impression in the public 
mind. It is true that a kiln of worth- 
less brick was lately burned here, right 
in the center of town, and that the 
parties who burned it were out of pocket 
several hundred dollars thereby. It 
was the commen surprise of everyone 


that a brick yard had been located on 
such sandy soil as that in the vicinity 
of the kiln, and few besides the brick- 
makers thought that good bricks could 
be made there. Besides, the mud was 
inotiinclonty worked, on account of the 
pressing and immediate demand for the 
brick for a block half completed. Three 

ards have turned out first-class brick 
here—one adjoining Mr. Gooch’s place, 
one near the steam mill, and one near 
Mr. Kroeger’s residence. These yards 
are in different parts of town, and all 
within a mile from the center of busi- 
ness. If a slight saving in distance, 
and therefore im cost of hauling materi- 
al and finished brick is not made an ob- 
ject, plenty of good soil for brickmaking 
may be found in Anaheim. 

There were shipped since last report, 
through Wells, Fargo & Co.’s Express, 
872 pounds of fruit and 354 pounds of 
poultry. The shipments from the depot 
for the past week were quite large. 

The Santiago Gold and Silver Mining 
Company have resumed work on their 
mine in the Santiago Canyon. All the 
directors and the principal stockholders 
in this company are residents of Ana- 
heim. 

Anaheim has a champion fig tree, 
which is bound to sustain its reputation 
of producing the largest figs in the State 
for two seasons past, and its motto is 
‘*Excelsior.”’ The first crop of the tree 
this year consisted of one fig, and that one 
fig gave promise of being a wonderful one 
in size, but the birds picked it, and ate 
nearly the whole inside while it yet 
lacked a couple of weeks of being ripe. 
Still, it had attained a circumference of 
ten afid five-eighths inches. Anaheim 
is willing to stand on that record. 

Fine black berries are sold on the 
streets at ten cents a quart. They ware 
grown near Garden Grove. 

At the Washington Market may be 
seen the head and tail of a large por- 
poise, which was caught at Laguna a 
few days ago. , The tish measured five 
feet in length. ‘ The tail resembles that 
of a whale, and is black as coal; the 
head and jaws are long aud thin, some- 
thiug ‘like a duck’s bill. From the por- 
poise is obtained the finest oil known, 
which is very expensive and is mostly 
used by watchmakers for the oiling of 
watches and fine clocks. |

And More'of it—The Brush Electric 
t. 
A few data on the subject of the Elec- 
tric Light, in view of the present visit 


of young bachelors, of which your cor- j¢o the city of Mr. Howland, of the Cali- 


fornia Brush Electric Light Company, 
will not be amiss. Mr. Howland’s ob- 


ject in coming to Los Angeles was to 
investigate the possibilities of putting the 
Brush ts in stores and warehouses 
here. Upon learniug the decision of the 
Supreme Court adverse to the contract- 
claims of the Gas Company, he deter- 
mined to make an effort to effect the 
lighting of the city by incandescent 
electricity. He proposes to supply the 
city with electric light by means of the 
tower system, or masts. Seven masts 
are to be located on eminences sur- 
rounding the city, thus throwing 4 


mast consists of three burners of 3000 
candle-power each, making in all an il- 
lumination of 63,000 candle-power. At 
present, the city is lighted by 138 gas- 
burners of about fifteen candle power, 
making a totality of light of about 2000- 
candle-power. It is hence seen’ that if 
Mr. Howland’s lights will bear out his 
figures the city will be thirty times more 
lighted than it is now, at about the same 
cost, but probably for less. The light 
radius of each burner is about half a 
mile, and if Mr. Howland’s plans are 
adopted by the Council, each night Los 
Angeles will be bathed in the soft light 
of the moon in its third quarter, for such 
is about the equivalent. 

Many of the Eastern cities, of the 
same size and much less importance than 
Los Angeles, are now lighted by electri- 
city and are thoroughly. satisfied with 
the experiment, notably Aurora, Iil., 
which is a city of some 20,000 inhabi- 
tants. Mr. Howland seems to think 
that there are hopes of the City Council 
favorably considering his proposition. 
At all events he has succeeded suflicient- 
ly well in getting subscriptions from 
merchants for lighting their stores to 
warrant the belief that ere long the 
bright light of electricity will be seen on 
the streets. 

Up to this time the difficulty in con- 
structing a burner for private residences, 
in which the light can be controlled and 
regulated, has baffled the skill of me- 
chanical electricians. Mr. Edison has 
pretended recently that he had at last 
solved the problem, but some clouds 
surround the credibility of the sage of 
Menlo Park. As there is, however, 


! no reason to believe that the obstacles 
{are insurmountable, the day may yet 


come when the electric-light will be 
used in tie parlors and bed-rooms of 
private houses. Before this comes 
about the gas companies has better ‘‘ge 
from under.”’
